(A master plan for Illinois higher education, 
affecting the future of Southweatern tllinoia Uni¬ 
versity, is to be considered For formal adoption in 
July hy the new state board, subject to legislative 
approval next year. "This is the first of four com¬ 
mentaries. ) 

Although it proposes to delay enlargement 
of Southwestern Illinois University until 1969—a 
plan that local educators and civic leaders hope can 
be speeded up—the Illinois Board of Higher Edu¬ 
cation in its tentative report in effect argues for the 
reverse. By endorsing the commuter concept, it 
makes a strong case for rapid SWIU expansion. 

Commuter universities are much less expen¬ 
sive to build and operate than colleges with on- 
campus residence facilities. California, a pace¬ 
setter in the university field, budgets a 15% dif¬ 
ferential in operating costs between the two types 
of institutions. 

The IBHE comments. "By 1971. when 95.- 
000 more students will be in public colleges and 
universities than ii> 1965 (246,000. compared to 
151.000), the difference to the slate in capital 
and operating costs between supporting commuter 
institutions or residential campuses can run into 
many millions of dollars." 

One of the 3 7 recommendations made by the 
board in its provisional report Is that "it be the 
policy of the state for the next few years to meet 
the needs for program expansion at the under¬ 
graduate level primarily in commuter institutions, 
both two-year and four-year, rather than at cam¬ 
puses where students must live away from home. 

The IBHE notes that “in the fall of 1963, 
only I 2 % of the students attending the main cam¬ 
puses of the six slate universities were commuting 
from home. All the remainder lived in university 
housing (36% ) or in housing in the communities." 
Over 41% are commuters at non-public utriver- 
sities. But commuting students amounted to 65% 
at the Quad-Cities-Edwardsviile campus and 
almost 98% at the Chicago Teachers College, pub¬ 
lic junior colleges and the Chicago Navy Pier cam¬ 
pus of the University of Illinois. 

Not only is commuting cheaper for the 
schools, but for students as well. The State Scholar¬ 
ship Commission estimates the difference in costs 
tn the commuter and to the resident student at 
$600 a year. Citing both factors, the board con- 

"It is apparent that expansion of the parent 
campuses of the slate universities would do little to 
increase the college-going rale of able students 
who—for a variety of reasons, economic, family 
and social^—cannot live away from home. They 
must obtain their education, if any. in a commuter 
institution. 

"It is also apparent that programs offered by 
public two-year and four-year institutions can meet 
the needs of such students if the colleges are lo¬ 
cated in population centers." That the local area is 
such a population center is shown by an IBHE sur¬ 
vey—three-fourths of Illinois college-age youth re¬ 
side in the eight standard metropolitan areas, in¬ 
cluding 60% in the Chicago area, 5% here and 
10% in the other six (Peoria, Rockford. Rock 
Island, Springfield, Champaign-Urbana and De-

Efforts to end the long railroad tax disagree¬ 
ment in Madison county are encouraging. The por¬ 
tion of the protested funds awarded to governmen¬ 
tal agencies can be put to good use. And the agen¬ 
cies can plan future levies on a realisUc basis, 
knowing that virtually all of the taxes sought will 
be collected. 

Railroads were righ,t in objecting to their past 
tax bills. The Illinois Department of Revenue ad¬ 
mittedly was assessing their property at 100% of 
value at a time when it was permitting townships 
and counties to assets at 60%. 

Now that the state has altered its procedures, 
and objection* covering a period of many years 
are being compromised or adjudicated, taxpayers 
and taxing bodies can look toward a future rela¬ 
tively free of the neceMity to place large sums in 
escrow pending court decisions. 

Latest Health Problem 
Can Be Easily Resolved 

Hypokinesia may be a new word for many 
Press-Record readers, but ft is one of the most 
widespread afflictions in the Quad-Cities and 
America. Luckily, it can be cured rather simply, 
if "treatment" is not delayed too long. 

The term refers to soft, flabby muscles—the 
type that result from lack of exercise. Fifteen min¬ 
utes of vigorous activity every day are recommend¬ 
ed for youngsters, with lesser periods of time as 
an individual grows older. But even adults are 
warned against thinking they can totally ignore 
the need For a regular program of physical exec- 

For better health, longer life and a stronger 
nation, hypokinesia must be avoided. But the fight 
can be won only if each person does his share. 

Compulsory Sobrloty Tests 
For Drunken Driving Suspects 

Illinois, appropriately, was the scene of a 
midwestern military-civilian traffic safety confer¬ 
ence this spring at which the need for compulsory 
sobriety tests was singled out for top attention. 
This is one of the 3 7 states in which suspects can 
refuse to take intoxication tests. 

Other recommendations included adoption of 
license plates which reflect light beams—cited as 
of value in avoiding crashes at night—and a re¬ 
quirement that drivers take periodic re-examina¬ 
tions for renewal of their licenses. 

The Illinois legislature, in particular, should 
give the suggestions more than cursory study, for 
■his state has one of the worst highway casualty 
records in the nation. ' A law backing "druidco- 
meter" tests for motorists is long overdue, for their 
protection as well as the public.

jDuty To Vote 1$ Not Taken 
Seriously By Enough People 

Low voting turnout at Quad-City school elec¬ 
tions is hard to understand, since the school dis¬ 
tricts acco.unt for expenditure of well over half of 
local property taxes. 

It is even more difficult to understand when 
looking backward to the votes cast here on a some¬ 
what different educational matter—the 1960 state 
university bond election that led to establishment 
of Southwestern Illinois University. 

The affirmative margins were decisive in each 
political division of the local community—ranging 
from 74% in Nameoki township to 76%, at Mit¬ 
chell, 77% in Granite City and 82‘c in Venice 
township. But even more striking were the ballot 
tolals^l 4.301 in the Granite City incorporated 
area. 4416 in Madison and Venice. 2928 in 
Nameoki township and 973 in Chouteau Precinct 
One. a grand total of 22.618 in the Quad-Cities. 

The election cited was on the day of national, 
state and county voting, which goes a long way 
toward explaining the heavy participation. Yel the 
point is that these are not phantom voters, mere 
theoretical numbers who never can or will play an 
active role in deciding public issues. They exist 
and. under some circumstances, will visit the poll¬ 
ing places. 

Where are so many of these voters when im¬ 
portant local decisions are to be made? In terms 
of maintaining the way of life now enjoyed, they 
have no election day task more important than 
voting.

"If we- know who the good ones are, then we can bp watching 
them as they develop."

The rotes here ore combined in a woy that they af¬ 
fect the majority of people In the lo^ol areas. For persons 
in different governmental groups, the rotes will vory ac¬ 
cordingly. 

Long Loke fire district residents In Nomeoki town¬ 
ship should odd 6.6 cents (o drop of two mills from lost 
yeor) to other rotes in the township to determine iheir 
total rote. Those in the Miracle Monor-Bellemore Place 
Street lighting district should odd 10 cents (on increote 
of seven mills). In State Park Place street lighting district, 
10 cents (some as lost year) should be odded. 

Nomeoki township residents in the Madison school 
district should substitute that rote for the Gronite City 
school district rote. Those in the city of Madison xshould 
odd the city tax rote. 

There is no tax levy or role for the villoge of Pon¬ 
toon Beach In Nameoki township, 

Venice township residents In the Gronite City school 
district should use that district's role. In oil coses, the 
overall role can be found by adding the rates of the gov¬ 
ernmental oreas in which each taxpayer resides. However, 
It must be remembered the levee district rate still is subject 
to change. 

The procedure outlined enobles properly owners to 
determine their new esllmoled tax role bosed on $100 as¬ 
sessed valuation.
